ANOTHER FALACY GONE FLUEY. 

We have all read a good deal about the Non- 
Partisan League, its hold upon North Dakota, its 
attempt to capture Kansas and the recent failures 
of its state bank, co-operative stores and news- 
papers, together with the arrest and imprisonment 
of the chief wet’ nurse, one A. C. Townley. The 

press and magazines have all commented on it, as 
. for a time it was very strong and threatened to 
break jnto both the old political parties. Desiring 
to get some inside dope on this matter, we wrote 
to a friend in South Dakota, who is in close touch 
with everything that is going on, and the follow- 
ing are some extracts from his letter, which are 
interesting: 
“The Non-Partisan League is not rooted in 
South Dakota and never will be. There are a few 
members in the northern part, which slopped over 
the state line, and a couple of newspapers claiming 
to be state ‘organs,’ one of which just collapsed for 
lack of funds and patronage. The fad is dying out 
rapidly. The state government of the north state 
was in the hands of the League for a time, fathered 
by Townley, a flannel-mouth agitator of populistic 
fame and later alligned with red agitators of more 
dangerous type. The old Populists weve not so bad, 
and many of the things they advocated are incor- 
porated in to the liw of the land today, but along 
with the I. W. W. movement a few vears ago a 
malady of unrest also took shold of the farmers, 
cleverly handled and abetted by red agitators who 
egged them on and painlessly extracted from them
